OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 


The Chairman welcomed everyone to the 1982-83 year and hoped that the excellent 
attendance of today would continue throughout the year. 


2: Approval of Minutes 


(1) It was moved and seconded (Bourgault, McEntyre) and unanimously 
RESOLVED: 


THAT the minutes of 17th June, 1982 be approved. 


(2) It was moved and seconded (Groome, Bourgault) and unanimously RESOLVED: 
THAT the minutes of 30th June, 1982 be approved. 


Rector's Report 


The Rector expects 11082-83 to be an important year. It will see the execution of our 
financial campaign and the launching of the construction project for our new library. 


Dr. Breen's Report 


Vice-Rector Breen introduced document BC-82-8-D52 and it was moved and seconded 
(Breen, Groome) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the members of the Concordia Council on Student Life shall consist of: 


The Vice-Rector responsible for Student Services (Chairman, with the right to vote in the 
case of a tie). 


The Dean of Students. 
The Director of Guidance Services. 


The Director of Athletics. 


Three Full-Time Professional Student Services Staff Members (at least one from each 
campus, elected by and from the full-time professional staff). 


Two Full-Time Faculty Members (one from each campus, appointed by Senate). 


Six Undergraduate Students (appointed by the Concordia University Students' 
Association). 


Two Graduate Students (appointed by the Graduate Students' Association). 
Mr. Huza pointed out that he had been nominated a Board representative on CCSL. The 
Rector promised to look into the matter. (It has been subsequently determined that Board 


appointment is no longer required and the Rector has explained the situation to Mr. 
Huza.) 


Dr. Daniel's Report 


Vice-Rector Daniel reported on the research funds. A 43% increase in research funding 
has been attained this year, representing approximately $6 million. The Psychology 


Department alone has obtained more than $1 million in grant funds. It is of interest that 
all but one of the Engineering Departments which can be compared with McGill have 
obtained more research money than their counterpart at McGill. The members of the 
Board suggested that these facts be widely publicized. 


Vice-Rector Martin's Report 


Registration went well despite a few problems. Very incomplete statistics show we 
probably have approximately a 6% increase in full-time and a 1.5% in part-time students. 
More exact statistics will be available for the October meeting. 


Financial Statements 


Document FC-82-4-D12, the Concordia University Report and Financial Statements, 
May 31, 1982 was introduced and commented on briefly. 


It was moved and seconded (Martin; Mulroney) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the audited Report and Financial Statements, May 31, 1982, having been 
duly studied and accepted by the Finance Committee, be approved. 


Review of the Board Membership 


The Chairman introduced document BG-82-7-D48 which had been tabled at the meeting 
of June 17, 1982. He suggested that this document should be circulated to the Concordia 
community with a request that comments should be forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Board. The Rector commented in answer to a question that the proposal put forward was 
intended to give the Concordia community an opportunity to study, express an opinion 
and bring forward alternate solutions if desired. He was aware of the potential problem 
inherent in dropping some members of the Board and appointing representatives of other 
groups. He had suggested that the non-academic group be divided into two parts, lest too 
wide a constituency make it impossible or difficult to have proper representation. 


The Report of the University Committee on Priorities and Planning (the Fahey 
Committee) has been distributed. It was suggested that the report be received, and along 
with the Peat Marwick report, be circulated by The Thursday Report. The Rector and 
Vice-Rectors were invited to indicate their priorities for the coming year. It was moved 
and seconded (O'Brien, Dinsmore) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the report of the University Committee on Priorities and Planning be 
received by the Beard and that the word "received" be interpreted in a 
strict sense to emphasize that the Board is not, at this time, endorsing the 
report.

Election of Members to Committees of the Board 


It was moved and seconded (Groome, Sankar) 


THAT the personnel of (1) the 11 Standing Committees of the Board; and (2) 
Board representatives on four other Committees, be established for 
1982-83, all as listed tees of the Board of in the document entitled

Each of the following amendments was moved and seconded (G. Murray, Hirsh): 


Amendment ONE 

THAT the name of Mr. L. Datta be deleted wherever it appears in the 
abovementioned document and be substituted by the name of Ms. S. 
Murray. 


By common consent, this amendment was incorporated into the original motion. 


AMENDMENT TWO 


THAT student members of the Board be permitted to meet and decide how they 
wish to be seated on the Committees,* provided that the student 
membership be not changed from that appearing in the document under 
consideration. 


By common consent, this amendment was incorporated in the original motion. 


AMENDMENT THREE 


THAT the Chairman of the Committees as set out in the document under 
consideration be struck out and the Committees directed to choose a 
Chairman from among their number. 


By a vote of 15 against, 6 in favour, amendment THREE was defeated. 


The original motion, as moved and seconded (Groome, Sankar) and amended by common 
consent (amendments ONE and TWO), was unanimously RESOLVED in the affirmative.

THAT the resignation from the Board of Governors of Mr. L. Datta, elected to 
represent the Graduate Students' Association, be accepted. 


THAT Ms. Susan Murray be elected to the Corporation of Concordia University 
as representative of the Graduate Students' Association. 


It was moved and seconded (O'Brien, Pepper) and unanimously RESOLVED: 
THAT, in accordance with the By-laws, Section III, Article 4, the requirement of 


anadian citizenship be waived for Dr. Susan Hoecker-Drysdale, elected to 
the Corporation and the Board of Governors on 17th June, 1982.
